ns few can doubt the issue of the Derby this season if Lord Lyon but 
keeps well up to the fall of the flag and escapes accident in tho race 
itself. Outsiders, dark and unthought of until within the last few 
hours, have been mysteriously talked of, but weno more believe in 
Knapsack or the Maorie Chief than we did in Nottingham (the Bribery 
colt), The Stabber, or The Midsummer colt, when they were so popular 
Jast winter ; and vast, indeed wonderful, must have been the winter and 
sping improvement cffected in the public form of Rustic, Blue 
Riband, Redan, Vespasian, Knight of the Crescent, Monarch of tbe 
Glen, and Oo., if either can effect the overthrow of Mr. Sutton’s 
crack, Of course, we have seen great favourites bowled over time 
after time for the Derby, but never in instances where the disparity 
in form was so patent as is the case now betweex Lord Lyon and his 
opponents. It is argued in good circles that too much importance 
is attached now-a-days to winning the Two Thousand Guinea’s race; 
and it is pointed out that the Rowley mile victor has only thrice 
won the Derby for the last score seasons; only twice, in fact, in the 
past half dozen years. We have compiled the following table to 
illustrate that argument, and we have no doubt it will be specially

Lord Lyon has not been sick or sorry since last September. In that 
monto he mde his deiut in the Ohampagne Stakes, at Doncaster, and, 
having been congking bidly on the eve of that race, Osborno was 
directed to handle the horse gantly, and Master Johnny lost the race 
througn waiting too long, as when he made his effort Lord Lyon could 
only effect a dead heat with Redan on the post, and the stake was sub- 
sequently divided, the Irish bred’un walking over, His lordship’s 
offorts in the Troy and Criterion Stakes at Newmarket in tho follow- 
ing month, were not only more successful, but stamped him tho very 
best horse of his yoar, for he beat Janitor and.Lord Portsmouth’s 
Robin Hood atexen. weights in a canter, and gave weight away to Mr, 
Pitt and others who had shown exceedingly good form. His easy victory 
forthe Two Thousand coufirmed the winter reports from training 
quarters, that ho had gone om improving, for he made a rare 
example of Monarch of | the Glen, Knight of the Crescent, 
Janitor, and the rest of the Rowley Mile disputante, 
During the past fortnight the horse has been in good long work, 
Ellaad and Split-ths Différence, with an occasional relief from Gar- 
devisure, alternately leading him a milé and three-quarters. Fears 
are entertained: in some, ae that he jis, like Blue Mantle (who 
was fourth m thé 1863 Derby), Knight at Arms and Gardovisuro, 
deficient in stamina, and will not be able, tu stay the,Derby course; 
and we confess that at one time we entertained a similar notion : but, 
though we ignore all idea of the Stockwell blood haying infused the 
staying power, we believe his speed isso immeasurably superior to 
the remainder of the field, that that will briag him well homo in ad- 
vance of all opponents, especially after what we #aw Elland do with 
Dalby and Co. af Batt. this. week, for it.js well known that Lord 
Lyon is a stone better than the Beaufort Cup winner. Custance has 
been to Isley this week to ride the “rack” a gallop or two, and that 
eminent physician, Sir William Ferguson; thinks that ‘*Cussy” will 
be able to have the Derby mount after all. We trast he will be 
strong enough to ride in the race ¢ but, at the samé timo, we should 
bs sorry if Mr, Sutton ran any risk, for Lord Lyon. is & lazy horee, 
and if he required.‘ riding home” perhaps he may want more assist- 
afice than an invalid jockey can render him. In the avent of Cus- 
fance not being able to steer him, it is rumoured that Wells will 
have the mount ; but, independent of “ the Baron” possibly requiring 
that excs lent horseman’s services, we know that Wells has no faith 
in the crack’s endurance, so that there may be a “hitch” about the 
pilotage of his lordship after all, and Thomas be up at the eleventh 
hour, 

The Maora Chief has a strong private reputation, and we should 
cartainly like to see his straightforward owner pull off a Derby ; but 
are dubious about the Chief improviog upon Eltham’s last year’s por- 
formance, though Sam Adams will do all he can for him. 


Monarch of the Glen is a big loose made horse requiring timo, and 
his legs are infirm. Though he ran into a place for the Two Thou- 
sind we do not expect he will do so for the Derby, because Wadlo v 
has not been able to give him enough work, the ground having been 
so Ieng in & hard stato, 

Mount Palatine is a very nice colt, but exceedingly nervous, and 
wantiog in one of the most essential elements of succoss at Epsom — 
staying. 

Tho Primate may don the Russley colours, but grand looking as ho 
is, and fine goer, too, into the bargain, he can never “land” this 
ourney. : 

; Nottingham, the happily named Bribery colt, and own brother to 
St. Alban’s, has plenty of size, but is not of sufficient calibre for a 
Surrey tourney. 

The Riven, despite his hollow back, isa powerful useful animal, 
and will turn out to be the’ best of the French division, though that 
best is a sorry one, 


Redan was never near fit list campaign, having been “ humbugeed’ 
about, notwithstanding which he ran very respectably. His best 
pertormance, however, was running a dead-heat with Lord Lyon at 
Doocaster, but tha latter had bem amiss, and is sure to conquer him 
easily on Wednesday noxt, for wo aro rather afraid that Redan is #:8 un- 
certain in temper as his sire was. Still he will be in thé front flight, 
and may get into a place, for ho is bound to improve upon his 
Epsom and Goodwood form of Jast summer. TT. French will rido him. 

Rustic is a big-boned, large-framod horse, with uncommon length, 
and showing a deal of character, Ho has wonderfu'ly filled out. and 
the muscles are finely daveloped now. He was formorly the property 
of Mr. Sutton, and the friends of Lord Lyon feel confident that that 
gentleman would never bhava parted with Rustic had he baen within 
half a stone even of the crack. Oa the othor hand the Danebury fol- 
lowers declare “the lout” hag wonderfully improved, and beinz a 
batter stayer than Lord Lyon will be bound to beat the latter, If 
such should be the case, it will be exceedingly annoying to Mr Sutton 
not withstanding that he got £5,000 for parting with him. His debut 
at Bith may be passed over a3 nil, for he was very unfit there, and 
wanted time also when ho splitted Janitor and Chibisa at Ascot.’ Ho 
subsequently ran twice, winning cleverly each journey, but neither 
the field at Doncaster or the Clearwell lot at Nowmarket were of any 
account, Yet the horse could do no moro than ha was asked, and ho 
gave no end of weight away ot head quarters, winning by half a 
dozen Jengths. — From his public performances wo cannot glean any- 
thing re'iable as to his actual merits, therefore are obliged to con- 
fide in the tone of the market, the honesty of the Dake of Beaufort, 
and the judgment of Jobn Day. The horss has been backed 
for a mint of money right throughout the winter, aud 
even down to the entombment of this weok’s festivities on the 
beights of Lansdown, Tho Danebury stablo is in rare form; and 
Ceylon is said to have been in the trial of Saturday last, which Rus- 
tic won 6o easily, and moreovor, that a stone would not bring the pair 
together. Faw mon have mada greater mistakes than John Day, and 
it unfortunately happens that they aro committed on the most impor- 
tant occasions; but it is tobe hoped that he is not in error anont the 
quility of Rustic.. The Dulko and Ceylon are certainly in rare form, 
and ax they were beaten some distance by both Rustic and Blue 
apeuee the Danebury prospects must bo cheery for the ensuing 
woek,

Turn we now to the Oaxs tussle, which will certainly bo a most 
interesting one this season, and here again there is no getting away 
from the tact that the One Thousand Guineas is to the Epsom fillies’ 
race what the Two Thousand is to the Derby. Indeed, the results of 
the ladies’ encounter show that, notwithstanding the mares’ race at 
Newmarket is five years the junior of the colts’ event, it has more 
frequently foreshadowed the Oaks issue than the struggles over the 
Rowley Mile have done for the Derby. Now, as elsewhere stated, 
Smolensko, Cadland, Bay Middleton, Cotherstone, West Australian, 
ond Gladiateur are the only Two ‘'housand victors that achioved 
Epsom honours; whereas Neva, Carmine, Zinc, Cobweb, Galate, 
Mendicant, and Governess have won the two leading prizes for fillies 
in the same year. Then again, nine Two Thousand winners were 
second in the Derby; and Rowena, Problem, Preserve, Destiny, 
Chapeau d’Espague, Hxtempore, and Olemeptina, winners of the 
One Thougand, were second in the Oaks. It is true that within the 
last thirteen years there bas been no similarity in these results, if we 
except the success of Governess (after a dead heat with Gildermire), 
in 1858, but it is worthy of note, in connection with the Ono Thousand 
and the Oaks, that Queen of Trumps won the Leger in 1835, Decep- 
tion was second for the Derby in 1839, Crucifix won the Two Thou- 
sand in 1840, Canezon ran second for the Leger in 1848, Aphrodite 
ditto in 1851, Blink Bonny won the Derby in 1857, and Queen Bertha 
ard Regalia were actually second for the Leger on the last two anni- 
versaries. We have not added the fact of Eleanor, who, like Blink 
Bonny, won both the Derby and Oaks, for that was anterior to the 
One Thousand being established; but wo think we have adduced 
sufficient proof that, in most cases, whatever may be alleged to the 
contrary, the epring running of the fillies is not quite so unreliable as 
has been so otten asserted, for subsequent running invariably has 
evdorsed the accuracy of the Newmarket form, The preceding 
comments, however, will be better understood by a reference’ to the

In just such a limited school as 
tlt alluded to was our hero brought up, but if of Kumble origin, so 
was Oliver Cromwell, Sir Edward Sugden and others. But great men 
since the days of mythic history have been celebrated fcr being born in 
tbo best way they could. Jike a modern Gil Blas in search of 
advcntures; the world before him, he carelessly took the first path that 
presented itself, and with alight heart and a brave spirit, the “ young 
master” set out to make his fortune. Thus it was. Jem was sent at 
an early age by his uncle, Barney Mace, to Swe ffham fair; and it 
was upon this excursion he began to learn, to spar. He 
was first ‘‘blcoded,” as Cecil would say in hunting par- 
lance, with Liquor Pratt, a Norwich publican, fora small stake, and 
was defeated in a very brief time; although a cool hand who witnessed 
the trial battle oftentimes informed us that there was the germ of 
something goodin him. . His next performance was with aman named 
Slack, for £5 a side, at Mildenhall, where Hariy Broome and Orme 
fought, ou the 2nd October, 1855, At that time he weighed 10st 101b, 
aud he'made a triamphant debut by clearing himself almcat unscathed, 
in 19 min, 9 rounds. He again held a flush hand when he met Young 
Thorpe, on the 17:h of February, 1857, down the Medway. This 
second successful trial lasted 27 min, dwing which time 18 rounds were 
fought. Then fo)l» wed his forfeitures upon two several occasions to 
Mike Madden, formerly the host of the Little Bell, St. John-street, 
Clerkenwell, and his conduct on these occasions. was clearly. disliked 
in the sporting world generally, and remarks were very free as to his 
possrssing the white feather, Many quoted, in refererce to this tc pic, 
the words in King John— 

‘Thou ever strong upon the stronger side ; 
Thou fortune’s champion that dost never fight 
But when her humorous ladyship is by 
To teach tee safety.” 

It was pretty patent he was “absent without leave,” and he was 
consequently put in the guaid-room of public opinion. But it was 
equally clear, as Shakespeare said, there was more within than pacseth 
show—that heart-encased was the living sap that was to cover his 
branches with verdure, and make the leafless trunk again glorious. 
Indeed, Master James took all the outpourings of indignation in good 
part. And, indeed, as a general rule, let it be laid down that the 
wisest plan in which to meet hard remarks on your want of an account 
on Fortune's ill-kept books is to take all things in good part. He 
Was next pitted against Bob Brettle, down the river, on the 2[st of 
September, 1858, Here he met with a remarkably easy defeat, fur he 
was knocked completely out of time by the Portobello hero in exactly 
3 minin the secondround. Posh Price, a Birmingham boxer, was next 
found as a customer for Jem, and the pair entered the ring on the 25th 
of January, 1859, for £50 a side. It was a rattling contest, and, not- 
withstanding the prestige of Price never having been beaten, he was 
this time compelled to succumb to the Norfolk fighter, to whom was 
awarded the victory in 17min, 11 rounds. Mace beat Bob Travers, 
now the host ofthe Sunand Thirteen Cantons, Castle-atreet, Leicester- 
rquare, £100 aside, 6 rounds, 21min, Feb, 2ist, 1860, when the police 
interfered, snd the battle was reuewed the next day down the river, 
they fighting 91min, 57 rounds, Travers, according to tho referee's 
decision, having fallen withouta blow. Jem having reason to believe 
that Brettle had not:acted exactly the thing to him, challenged Bob, 
and the couple were matched to fight their battle o'er again, in Sep- 
tember, 1860. They had a two days’ journey—firstly in Oxfordshire, 
and then on the Medway river. ‘hey fought 6 rounds in 12min, at 
Wallingford Station, aud 7min, 5 rounds, the next day, when Brettle 
was beaten very easily, and Mace was in ecstacies at his now promi- 
nent position in the Ring. Jem thus found whole troops of friends at 
the East-end, and they, nothing daunted, posted the corianders for a 
match between their pet and Sam Hurst, of Staleybridge, who had 
succeeded in giving a quietus to Tom Paddock, of Redditch. It was 
just before the consummation of this ambitious match that he was 
‘at home” to all comers at his popular drum—The Kirg John—and 
the topic of fighting was forced upon the company preseut; and this 
would clearly show in what points his thoughts were directed at that 
particular period, Winor lose this, Jem averred on his own hearth- 
stone—aud where the Little Spider used to weave his cunning de- 
vices and strategy of boxing for the East-ouders, within the portals of 
The King John, situate in one of the many lanes that have made Jane 
Shore’s ditch so notorious—that he should never be satisfied till he 
had beaten Joe Goss, the representative of Northamptonshire, as it 
was a good £400 in hisyexchequer. Ono of the company said he 
thought that Jamesey had better leave cff «ftér that approach- 
ing pelt; many old “ bloques” who had learnt a wrinkle or two 
while bearing down to Gravesend, slily intimating that 
there was uothing like leather, that the pitcher that. went 
too often to the well was sure to get cracked, and mary other 
arguments, Why the fistic argumentum ad hominum should not be, for 
precaution’s sake, enforced, Man Friday—not he of the swartby tiat, 
De Fow’s great original- glanced askant at his master, whom he then 
well served, and he knew his modera Robinson Crusoe meant it, aud 
that it would take a coach and six horses to drag the idea from his 
caput, which looked as quaint and as comp: sed as evor. It was 
matter of question whether the stout heart which we never doubted 
Jem had would be accompanied by the strong hand to render (so his 
partisaus averred) so rich a balance in his favour, as implied. Mace 
was roused by these words from a momentary reverie, in which the 
struggle batween: him and Hurst and its couflicting chances were 
evidently flitting across his fancy; and all he tersely replied was, 
‘Well, L have been long convinced I can beat Goss, and certainly 
rhould like to fight him.” Scarcely anything further was said, but 
still Mace wore that aspect that told significantly cf hopes and yur- 
poses nct to be slighted, Like Dr. Fell, he was clearly uf opinion, if 
the veritable Lavater himselt had been present, and had gained the 
slightest inkling possible of physiognomy in pugilistic circles (and in 
this 16-pect it is certainly a field of research), that a man convinced 
ugvinsy his will was of the same opinion still. It may fairly be taken 
Jor granted, as the conversation did not touck upon Master Staleybridge, 
that Jem deemed that leviathan matter over. They struggled for fistic 
supremacy on the 18th of June, 186), in the home circuit, when the In- 
fant “collapsed,” 2ud Mace was first hailed by the proud title of Champion 
of England, after fighting 50 minutes, 8rounds. Having now attained 
the Leightofhisam bition, and obtained pos session of the belt Tom Sayers 
aud Heenan contended for, he was compelled to accept all challenges, 
and Nut Langham backed fom King against’ him, under the usual 
condit oss. ‘I'he mill took place in January, 1862. ‘Forty-two rounds 
were fought in oue hour and cight minutes. It was now thal Discord 
lifted her head “atween Richardson and Mace, and the former, taking 
advantage of King’s fall-out with Nat Langham, instantly took the 
{eviathin ‘Tomaso by the hand to p'ay his cards against ‘our Jeames,” 
who to 6. me extent was looked upon ag renegadish to the East-end 
division, having tabvocd them for the sake cf the swel's of the West. 
This séyerance of old ties—{or the Lost of the Blue Anchor stcod 
tirmly at the back of the Norwich representative on the last occasion 
of bis fighting—naturally enough engendered & great deal of party 
feeling, and it was somewhat amusing to the disinterested »dinirec of 
King doings to hear the various pros and cong upon this delicate quarrel. 
So tar as self-opinion goes he was evidently armed against al cuances, 
The East and the West -had their. bickerings, aud the gentlemen 
division from the purlieus of Belgravia always differed in the latitude 
und longitude of things as calculated inthe East-end. As to the latter 
complement to huminity, it might be said with Byron that, as re- 
g tdod Mace— . 

They wanted but a leader, and they found 

Oue to their cauve immeasurably bound. 

Jom assimilat. din weight with Sayers, his predecerror, more than 
did any brace of boxers that have ever fi,uied as heroes of champion- 
thip exhibition, LL ke Sir Thomas De Sayers, too, he was petted and 
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peted—cups, belts, the sterling evidences of the world’s wealth, and 

tiinkets galore, all flowed into his coffers, as he passed from shire to 
“shire throughout the United Kingdom, amidst the ovations of the more 

impuleive atoms of cur commonwealth. Of these trophies Mace’s sec- 
retary gave some account when the celebrated coachman, Windham’s, 
cup was presented. Tho firat cup was given to. Mace by tho sports- 
men of Leeds. The next was a silver goblet awarded to Jem by his 
friends at Norwich, in 1859, specdily after his conquest of Bob 

Travers; aud the next was given to Mace by Mears. Robert Bunn and 

Campling. <A fourth token, indicating the pedestrian abilities of his 

friend, was next produced, the same having been won by Jem at the 

Clay Hal! Running Grounds, in the same year. Tho next was a cup 

given at Birmingham, on the occasion of the defeat of Bob Brettle, for 
| the Championship of the Middle Weights. Of Mace’s subsequent per- 
| formances we can only observe that they are too fresh in the recollec- 
| tion of our readers to need further comment. 

M The foregoing account was written before the firat fight between 
| ‘oace and Goss, in Sep'ewber, 1863, when Mace knocked the gallant 
| boe out of time, efter fighting 18 rounds in 1 hour 55} minutes, Every 
' widy of course remembers the barney made by Coburn, in his match 
| th Mace, and we must here express our opinion that Maco was a 
most ill-us¢d man on that occasion, as we doubt whether Coburn over 

intended fighiing, and from the result of the “trials” he displayed 

with other pugilists it isour unreserved opinion that Mace would have 
beaten him in half an hcur, The two forfeits he bag received, one 
from Ryall and the other from Joo, Wormald, bring us down to the 

‘esent time,

The expectancy engendered by the abounding excellencies of tho 
piece in which Mr. H. J. Byron may be said to have made his debut 
aya dramatist, otherwise than in the peculiar walk that he hag loug 
made quite his own, burlesque, the capital little comic drama ‘ War 
to the Knife,” was very naturally piqued by the announcement of » 
new drama from tho same pen. And tho audience attracted to the 
first performance of ‘One Hundred Thousand Pounds,” as the'pieca 
is called, at Miss Wilton’s pretty little house, was proportionately 
large and theatrically distinguished, Within avery short time of the 
opening of the doors on Saturday night last not a seat was to be 
procured for love of boxkeepers or for money.’ In this instance we 
are bound to say that public expectancy, if doomed to disappoint- 
ment to the extent of, suy, throe-tenths of its sanguine entirety, was 
yet gratified to the extent of the other seven-tenths, Mr. Byron's 
new piece not only sustaias the reputation he achieved in ‘ War 
to the Knife,” it surpa-ses that drama by several degrees of ex- 
cellence. It is better coustructed ; a more homogeneous whole. It 
betrays less proneness to rely upon old situations and types of cha- 
racter; is moro original ia incident and character. And at the samo 
time it is not one whit loss sparkling in dialogue than was that in that 
particular pro-eninently clever drama, “ War to the Koife.” ‘To 
judge from the character of the two pieces, and more especially of 
the last, Mr. Byron in his experimental ‘divergence from iho 
beaten paths of burlesque aims at the production of dramas of the 
school afew years ago so popular at the Olympic, with Robson-as the 
central figure, and later at the Sirand, Dramas such as“ ‘Lhe Porter's 
Kuot,” “Lhe Post Boy,’ and‘ Milky White.” hero is this differ- 
ence however between thesé dramas and the two dramas of Mr. Byron 
of which we speak. The former were for the most part written to 
show off the powers cf one actor: whereas the latter evidently aim 
at fitting a number of artistes with characters equally elaborate. 
Viewing the character of the theatre in whose iuterost he writes (and 


in the fortunes of which he is generally understood to have a Jarger ©” 


interest than attaches tothe mere author of a piece produced), and 
of the peculiar talents of the compiny at his command, there can ba 
no doubt of the wisdom of this course. No kind of piece: is better 
adaptéd-for runniog in harness with elegant burlesque, which is, of 
couise, and will continue to be, the speciality of the nouse, and cer- 
tainly no better. company in London could be found for its exposition, 
This’ baing«Mr. Byron's aim, we must at once.confess that he has 
thoroughly succeeded. ‘One Hundred Thousand Pounds” is one of 
the most effective and meritorious comic dramas—or as they used to 
be calledin the Robsonian’ period, serio-comic dramas—that we have 
seon, and has, besides, bysreason of the extra amount of character 
colouring, and comédy. brilliance, as compared with that to be found in 
the Robsonian serio-comic dratia;the additional merit of a nearer kin- 
ship to comedy proper. As we have indicated, Mr. Byron has drawn 
for his story upon that richest miné Of serio-comedy—English humble 
life, The piece isin three acts; tho first of which introduces us to 


the parlour in therear of the shop of a well-to-do chandlei, Joo .

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MR. RICHARD SUTTON.

= Few gentlemen at the present time occupy so 
much attention in the public mind as the one 
whose portrait we produce, in the character of the 
winner of the last Cambridgeshire and Two Thou- 
sand. And in all probability he will add to this 
repertoire that_of the conqueror of the Derby, and 
successor to Count Lagrange in that Epsom re- 
gister which confers as much immortality on its 
occupants as a peerage. Mr. Richard Sutton ig 
the second con of the late Sir Richard Sutton, 
Bart., who for thirty-six years hunted'the Burton, 
Cotiesmore, and Quorn countries, in a manner 
never yet surpassed in the annals of foxhunting. 
For durirg his regime it is calculated he spent up- 
werds of £300,000 in the ~pursuit of the noble 
science. Mr, Sutton was born at Sadbrooke Hal), 
in Lincolnshire, on October 21, 1821, and having 
early evinced a taste for the sea, entered the navy 
asa first-class volunteer on Board H.M.S,: Pique, 
commanded by the Hon. Captain Rous. Under 
this officer Mr. Sutton served during her commis- 
sion, returning from Canada in that memorable 
voyage from Quebec, when the Pique ran on shore 
in the Straits of Belleisle, on the coast of Labra- 
dor, and was got off, after bumping ten hours, 
with the lors of nearly all her guns. ‘And, as no 
real account of this perilous disaster has yet been 
given to tho world, we imagino an authentic nar- 
rative of the affair will not be uninteresting to 
our readers, inasmuch as it will display tbe cool- 
ness, self-reliance, and seaman like qualities of 
the gallant admiral who occupies such a distin- 
guished position in the racing world.
